Josefa Montvalvo, 21. Two other 


women were among the wounded. 

Persistent reports said the ABC's 
had succeeded in seizing an auto- 
mobile from which their attackers 
had operated a machine gun, and 
burning four of its occupants to 
death, 

Police claimed to have no know}- 
edge of such an incident and the 
emergency hospital said only one 
man was killed in the automobile 
while two others were wounded 
The newspaper, Informacion, pub- 
lished a story saying it was learned 
that four occupants o* thé machine, 
all Polish, had been biirned to 
death.

Premier Bennett told the House of Com- 
mons the Dominion has been freed of liability 
on account of the bond-guarantee given to 
enable the continuartce of work on the Beau- 
harnois, project, and that the cost of the 
investigation into that enterprise has been paid.

That Government 
will not “go on” once the electors get a chance 
to tell it to “go.” 

But it does not follow that democracy is a 
failure because the Professor's political friends 
have made such a mess of it. Still less that the 
Canadian people will surrender themselves to 
any clique-chosen beaurocracy on that account. 

Canadian voters do not always manage 
their affairs wisely; but at least we manage 
them ourselves, and will go right on doing 
that whatever comes. Maybe we could do 
better, but we will do it just the same. At 
any rate until the Professor or somebody else 
tells us where to find with certainty “men who 
know how” to govern and who can be trusted 
to govern in that way. 

Meantime, things being as they are, the 
practical-minded people of this Dominion 
would rather be ill-governed by men of their 
own choosing than take chances on a cabinet 
of angels chosen by somebody else; and there 
isn't any cabinet of angels in sight. 

For the rest, we shall leave it to the college 
professors and the school teachers-—modesty 
forbids mention of the newspapers—to educate 
public opinion to the point where it will choose 
more wisely than it has sometimes done. Stay 
on the job, Professor. There is no substitute 
for democracy, and no short-cut to efficiency.

The silver bill, authorizing the U.S. Treasury 
to buy silver and issue silver certificates until 
a fourth of all U.S. money is backed by silver, 
has passed the U.S. Senate. It goes back to 
Congress for action on the Senate amendments. 
It is an administration measure and approval 
of the Senate amendments ts expected to be 
promptly made. The measure was supported 
by all the Senators except the “sound money” 
group. 

Purchasers of silver and issue of silver cer- 
tificates to the extent of a billion and a half 
dollars will be possible under the bill—de- 
pending upon how far the President in his 
judgment uses the measure for inflationary 
purposes. 

That's a landmark in the monetary history 
of the United States. It is the first recognition 
given to silver as a monetary medium since the 
passage—by fraud and trickery—of the Mint 
Bill of 1873 which stopped the free coinage of 
silver and made gold the sole monetary stan- 
dard in United States.

The astounding thing about the Mint Bill 
of 1873 was that it passed the Senate without 
a roll call, without a dissentient voice, and 
without a single word being uttered to indi- 
cate that the purpose of the bill was to deprive 
silver of free coinage in the mints of United 
States. Even President Grant who signed the 
measure, making it law, admitted afterwards 
that he signed the bill without reading it, and 
without any knowledge that it proposed to de- 
monetize silver. There were fifteen pages of 
closely printed matter and he let it go, on the 
oral representation that it was merely to codify 
existing mint laws. 

That appears to have been the general im- 
The only account of it sent to the 
press was contained in an Associated Press 
despatch which read: 

“The Mint and Coinage Bill that passed 
the Senate this afternoon is a codification 
of all existing statutes on the subject.” 

Senator Sherman who was in charge of 
the measure, is reported in the Congressional 
Record of that day as saying, in introducing 
the bill: 

“I rise for the purpose of moving that 
the Senate proceed to the consideration of 
the Mint Bill. This bill will not probably 
consume any more time than the time con- 
sumed in reading.” 

When Senator Casserly of California rose 
to enquire if anything in the bill would inter- 
fere with the free coinage of silver, Sherman 
replied: 

“If the Senator will allow me, he will 
see that the preceding section provides for 
coin which is exactly interchangeable with 
the English shilling and the 5 franc piece 
of France; that is, five franc piece of 
France will be the exact equivalent of a 
dollar of the United States in our silver 
coinage; and in order to show this where- 
ever our silver coin shall float—and we 
are providing that it shall float all over 
the world—we propose to stamp upon it, 
instead of our eagle, which foreigners may 
not understand, and which they may not 
distinguish from a buzzard or some other 
bird, the intrinsic finesess and weight of 
the coin.” 

Vas ever flapdoodie used to more dire 
effect than when the Senator thus lulled his 
fellow senators into the belief that the bill was 


a harmless one. The bill went through the 
House with the silent tread of a cat. 
When its real effect was made known it 


doubled the value of all bonds, notes and morte 
gages held by the money-lenders and depreci- 
ated by one half the value of farm products 
and other property. It bound the people of 
this continent to the gold standard and bankers 
credit, 

The claim has been made that English 
bankers sent a huge “campaign fund” to 
United States to help get the measure through. 

It has also been asserted that the bill Presi- 
dent Grant signed was not the bill that went 
through Congress and the Senate of the United 
States, but that a form of forgery or sleight of 
hand was used, whereby a bill with clauses in 
it different from those which passed the Sen- 
ate was substituted to receive the President's 
signature. Such forgeries in the enrollment of 
bills had been successfully practised in the 
Colorado Legislature. 

President Grant subsequently declared that 
had the real character of the bill been known 
by him he would have refused to sign it. 

It's an amazing chapter of history that 
rather shakes one’s belief in the efficacy of 
popular government. It painlessly removed 
silver as a monetary medium in one of the 
greatest silver-producing countries of the world, 
and made possible the binding of western civil- 
ization on two continents to the limitations of 
the gold standard. 

So the first step in 60 years on the road to 
the monetization of-silver is taken. It will 
have no immediate effect upon Canada, but 
if it proves successful in making money more 
plentiful and debts easier to pay, Canada must 
in time, willy-nilly, follow suit.

Safe Exercises 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Someone has just been asking me why I do 
not prescribe certain exercises. My answer is 
that the exercises I give are the ones that are 
safe for everyone to use. I am familiar with 
many hundreds of exercises and these few 
represent the cream of the crop. They are 
simple, sensible and safe. If 
you will do them regularly 
you can expect a great deal 
of good and you will avoid all 
results which are “not good.” 

Beyond any doubt, the pa- 
tient who is exercising to 
build better health will run 
across many exercises which 
are too hard to be used by 
one with stiff muscles; they 
are all right for acrobats, but 
have no place on the exercis-

ing regimen of the average person. It has been 
my policy to leave these complicated exer- 
cises alone and in advising exercises for you 
to follow I try to give you only those which 
will do you the greatest amount of good. 


In my experience with patients I have 
found it is important to urge the necessity for 
vigorous exercise. To answer the questions of 
those who wanted some directions to follow in 
taking their exercises, I prepared a special 
article called “Exercise and Digestion.” This is 
a five-paged article, describing various exer- 
cises and one page is made up of pictures of 
those exercises taken in the standing position 
and one page is made up of pictures of those 
taken lying down. In this way it is perfectly 
clear to you how each exercise is to be done. 

The exercises given will provide you with 
a general, all around development of the entire 
body and may be used with successful results 
by those wishing to gain better health and 
those wishing to keep in good health. 

When it is desirable to strengthen the 
muscles over the abdomen, then the Slanting 
Board Exercises are the ones for you to use. 
These exercises are of particular benefit in the 
following conditions: Prolapsus or falling of 
the organs, adhesions, constipation, rupture, 
etc. Such exercises increase endurance and 
are of great assistance for those who wish to 
reduce over the abdomen when a roll of fat 
has occurred in this one part of the body. 

If you want to have the five-paged article 
on Exercise and Digestion at home where you 
may refer to it from time to time, write to me 
in care of this newspaper, and enclose one 
large, self-addressed envelope and 8c in stamps.

In this 
way you will avoid stiff, sore muscles and will 
be encouraged to keep on and will find out how 
much good you are accomplishing.

Do your exercises 
either outside or before an open window and 
breathe deeply of fresh air. Try to finish up 
with a bath or shower. 

Fifteen minutes a day, every day for a 
month, will show you what sensible exercises 
will do for your health. You will feel more 
vigorous in every way. Exercise offers a splen- 
did way to strengthen your body by your own 
efforts in your own home. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: “I would like to know of a 
good method of developing my neck and im- 
proving its appearance.” 

ANSWER: I suggest that you write to me in 
care of this newspaper and that you ask for my 
two articles on the subject of “Wrinkles and 
Facial Contours.” Those articles will provide 
you with some exercises to use that should 
prove helpful. 

QUESTION—Mrs. K. R. asks: ‘What is the 
cause of the eyes becoming glassy? The pa- 
tient is between 40 and 45 years of age.” 

ANSWER—The most common cause is a 
certain form of thyroid derangement, produc- 
ing exophthalmic goitre. This disorder has the 
effect of making the eyes protrude and appear 
glassy. 

QUESTION—Mr. L. W. asks: “I am troubled 
with a burning sensation in the right leg from 
the hip to the knee. Is there anything I can 
do?” 

ANSWER—It 1s difficult for me to attempt 
to diagnose the cause of the trouble by mail, 
howeyer, in some cases the burning sensation is 
due to some disorder of the liver or gall blad- 
der. Enlargement or congestion of either of 
these organs will often affect certain of the 
nerves going to the right leg. I would suggest 
an examination by a doctor who undérstands 
manipulative treatment of the spine and who is 
skilled in nerve tracing. After examining you 
he will be able to tell you the cause. 

QUESTION: Mrs. D. asks: “Is it best to go 
to bed while fasting?” 

ANSWER: It is rarely advisable to go to bed 
while fasting except during a few acute diseases 
where there is a high fever. The patient be- 
comes very weak while fasting in bed but this is 
curiously not true if he goes about his regular 
duties and thus secures a fair amount of exer- 
cises while undergoing a fast

BRITAIN ACTS ON DEBTS 

When hard-headed John Bull 
tells United States that present 
debts cannot be paid, it means 
just that. 

Liking or disliking that state- 
ment, rejecting or accepting it, 
does not change the fact that 
the 200 billion dollars of interest- 
bearing securities which capital- 
ism has created will, at present 
prices, have to be settled at from 
50 cents or even 25 cents on the 
dollar, 

The question is, will nations 
and creditors throughout the 
world amicably make this com- 


promise, or will creditors fight 
and wrangle until, like in the 
case of Germany, all will be 


lost? 

If America’s trade restrictions 
have prevented 40 million Brit- 
ish people from paying interest 
and principal on four billion 


dollars which England owes the | 


United States, how can Canada 
with only 10 million people con- 
tinue to pay high interest rates 
on the four billion dollars of 
Canadian securities held by Am- 
ericans? For the past five years 
Canada’s interest has been paid 
by recapitalizing deficits, which 
means increased borrowings. 

The restrictions against United 
States-Canada trade are 1.0 less 
onerous than those against Eng- 
land. 

This is something for Ameri- 
can creditors to ponder 

England's answer to United 
States should silence for once and 
all Premier Bennett's “belt- 
tightening” policy for Canadians 
as a method of trying to pay 
high interest on Canada’s debts. 
The Premier's puritanical policy 
has been disowned by his country 
and discredited by outsiders. 

Whatever is right and equitable 
in debts should be paid. This 
should not mean that economic 
blindness and usury and greed 
should be allowed to destroy 
capitalism and even civilization 
itself. 

Three years ago Premier Ben- 
nett should have funded all of 
Canada’s debts, Federal. Pro- 
vincial and Railway, at 3%. 
bondholders would not accept 
3%, pay them in money. That is 
what Australia did; that is what 
England did; that is what Roose- 
velt did with United States gold 
bonds; that is what Mussolini did. 

And that is what Canada will 

now have to do, 
’ All debts that were contracted 
in the War and after-War boom 
will have to be scaled down; the 
sooner the job is tackled, the 
safer for creditor and the safer 
for capitalism. 

It was time that someone had 
the pluck and courage to show 
how world debts were strangling 
world trade. A debt - harried 
world salutes John Bull. 

Imagine sane nations not be- 
ing able to see the depravity in 
which their peoples were being 
sunk by unpayable debts. 

Imagine the cost to Canada for 
five years borrowing hundreds 
of millions to pay interest rates 
so high on debts so large that 
both were certain to land the 
Dominion in financial peonage. 

Britain has called for a debt 
showdown; John Bull has end- 
ed the era of high-cost money. 

The most dishonest, destructive 
thing in capitalism is the War 
boom and after-War debts; they 
are about to be operated on, 

If capitalism is to be saved, 
cities, provinces and _ nations 
should lose no time in perform- 
ing the operation.—Vancouver 
Sun. : 


‘THE HOUSE OF GLASS 


The disclosures made in the 
tobacco investigation are likely 
to do more to condemn the pres- 
ent order of things and arouse 
anger and disgust in multitudes 
of people than all the speeches 
agitators could make, 

It is shown that the growers 
of tobacco must accept whatever 
pay for their crops is offered 
them even though it is almost a 
starvation price and yet the 


If | 


profits made on the manufactur- 
ed tobacco runs into high fig- 
ures. Some of the incomes run 
as high as from $70,000 up ‘to, 
including bonuses, $140,000 and 
more. 

In manufacturing industries the 
private owner of a mill or fac- 
tory used to think himself rich 
when he acquired a modest for- 
tune. He looked upon his super- 
intendent, foreman and em- 
ployees with a personal interest. 
Between them there was a direct 
human relation. Then joint 
stock companies, corporations, 
combines, mergers, trusts follow- 
ed and the present order of 
things came about. 

It is destroying 
moral responsibility is felt by 
invested capital toward those 
who work in the fields or in the 
shops. The man who buys shares 
in a corporation knows nothing 
about the work in the fields or 
shops. He expects a profit on 
his investment and the more he 
gets the better he feels. No doubt 
the corporation pays “the market 
price’ for the field crops it 
buys and pays current wages in 
the shops. A corporation pays 
big salaries to its officials if they 
make big profits for the firm— 
and this is the job of those who 
direct operations. They make 
big profits and the individual in- 
vestor who buys shares and gets 
profits does not know enough 
about the business to ask ques- 
tions. It is now established as a 
rule that a man should make all 
the money he can, although many 
still insist that the way in 
which it is done shall not be 
illegal. It used to be that men 
spoke of a just profit on a trans- 
action in the sense that it was a 
moderate profit; it begins now 
to be supposed that a man is en- 
titled to wring out of a trans- 
action all the profit it can be 
made to yield, however immod- 
erate it may be and whatever in- 
jury may come to the people at

The propos- 
al is that “a levy be placed on 
imported meats and the proceeds 
devoted to the provision of de- 
ficiency payments to the home 
producer.” In other words if a 
tax of 1d. per ib. is on all im- 
ported meats and 4d. per Ib. on 
imported fat stock the deficiency 
fund would amount to £11,000,- 
000 per annum. It would be less 
because meats and fat stock from 
the dominions would be taxed 
only one-half the stated levy. 
This would be a 50 per cent 
preference to the dominions, 
which sounds quite large. But 
fifty or sixty million dollars lev- 
ied on imported meats each year 
and handed over to British cattle 


| raisers as a bonus to help raise 


cattle might in a few years do 
much to reduce the need for meat 
imports. And British livestock 
men, as they would get double 
deficiency payments from for- 
eign imports, as compared with 
those from the dominions, would 
rather favor imports from foreign 
countries—Toronto Star.

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The Fall Of The Merchant Princes 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


» Time was when the country boy was advised to go to the big | 
city; start a business, save his money, expand his volume of trade, 
and become Mayor of his city. The merchant prince was an ob- 
ject of civic pride and public admiration. 


Trade conditions have been strangled by stupid, greedy tariffs; 
commodity prices have collapsed owing to the destruction of in- 
ternational trade by our tariff wars; wages and salaries have been 
cut below the cost of living; unemployment has become a national 
disaster; and to divert attention from pre-election promises and 
post-election failures it is necessary to find some scapegoats. 

. The merchant princes were selected to bear the economic sins 
of the nation; and to divert attention from the tariff princes. 

Admittedly wage scales and salary standards are too low from 
one end of Canada to the other; but the provision made by the 
merchant princes for their employees is gorgeously ample when 
compared with provision made by the Government for the un- 
employed. Governments should remedy unemployment con- 
ditions before pillorying people who have been keeping thousands 
of people off the public relief lists. 


Merchants must of necessity find buyers for their goods. 
Buyers will go where they get the most satisfactory return for 
their money. No government can interfere with this under a 
high-tariff system; because the buyer with $1.98 and a desire for 
a housedress will not and cannot pay $3.00. There being, under 
existing living conditions more people with $1.98 than with $3.00, 
the only course open to the merchants was to create a domestic

Instead of remedying conditfons, the Governments are holding 
up to publicity dissection, the men who took the only possible 
course open to meet public needs under the wage and salary de- 
stroying conditions created by the Government's tariff-strangling 
policies and the resultant collapse of commodity prices, 

There are three or four things which could be done in a few 
days at the present session of Parliament which would work a 
complete and immediate remedy: 


(1) Make a reciprocal offer to the whole world on the 
basis that in return for purchase of Canadian commodities 
by any nation, the merchants of that nation can in the same 
fiscal year ship goods into Canada at fifty per cent of Cana- 
dian tariff rates without dump duties or exchange surcharge: 


(2) Make a reciprocal offer to the United States for a fifty 
year complete exchange of trade on a basis of fifty per cent 
of present-day duties or any reduced duties; but with a pro- 
vision against duty increases which would nullify the reci- 


procity. 


(3) Create a standard of nett profit chargeable by re- 
tailers on sales of food products. 


(4) Increase money in circulation up to the total extent to 
which it will be absorbed by borrower, large and small but 
preferably small, on reasonable times and methods of re- 


payment. 


(5) Pay off all public debt in sinking-fund secured money. 


(6) Open up the Peace River Empire to a major move- 
ment of population by completing a railway to Finlay Forks 
at a cost not exceeding ten million dollars. 


This makes dry reading; but it sets out all the life-giving 
elements necessary for a national recovery; bringing back com- 
modity prices, and wages and salaries, and real estate values. 
Parliament can enact the whole programme into law in a com- 
paratively few days—and set the nation free.

Vacation Should 
Be Planned For 
A Real Change

When your head starts drooping 
‘about three in the afternoon, when 
| you begin complaining of the heat, 
and when your work loses much of 
its usual interest, you are about 
ready for your vacation. 

You may think you are doing 
| better to stay home and work, 

Scientific studies show, however, 
that a vacation is an asset from the 


| financial point of view, because you 

| do more productive work afterward 

| than you did before. 

Vacation cost of an average fam- 

j ily in the United States, with an 
income of from $2,400 to $3,000 a 

| year, varies from $5.75, spent by a 

|

worker who stays at home and goes 
to the ball games every afternoon, 
to $180 a year, spent by families 
that take motor trips. 

Most people think that the cheap- 
est vacation they can get is to visit 
their relatives, but even that costs 
the average family $25. 

Sometimes the cheapest vacation 
is the best, and the most expensive 
vacation may be a total loss from 
the point of view of producing rest 
and health. 

An old-time doctor was asked by 
a young assistant how to run his 
office successfully. The doctor gave 
|him two suggestions for routine 
| treatment. 
“First,” 


he said, “ask your pa- 
tients what they eat and order 
something else; second, find out 
where they are going on their va- 
cations and send them some place 
else.” 

The old doctor knew from com- 
mon experience that most people 
| do not pick their vacations proper- 
ly for health and rest. 

. 


Any vacation should bring about 
a change from the routine of daily 
life, but rest is most important. In 
| fact, hygienists have asserted that 
one of the greatest contributions of 
| the Biblical code to hygiene was its 
emphasis on one day of rest in 
every seven. 

With the coming of the machine 
age, the pressure has so greatly in- 
creased that a five-day week is 
likely in many industries, which 
means the regular disposal of two 
| days each week for recreation. 

Many organizations have become 
interested in proper disposal of this 
time from the point of view not 
only of recreation, but also of adult 
education. 

Executives who work under high 
pressure with great responsibility 
are likely to take both winter and 
summer vacations. If we live twice 
as fast as we used to, we ought to 
| rest twice as much and twice as 
often
